Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other connments: Applicants urged that producing claimed scaffold requires using an 
iso-osmotic solute. Examiner pointed out that claims are drawn to a scaffold and not to a process of using a solute to 
produce the claimed scaffold. Additionally, it has not been established that the solute is critical, and scaffold cannot be 
produced without the solute. Applicants urged that Holmes et al produce a membrane and not a scaffold. Examiner 
pointed out that a membrane can be a scaffold and cells can be entrapped in a membrane, and claims do not exclude 
scaffold being a membrane. Furthermore, specification at page 24, line 3, discloses a casting frame 40 x 40 x 1 .5 mm, 
and Figure 9A shows a tape 0.3 mm thick and Figure 9C shows a sheet, all of which can have thickness of a 
membrane.
